HIKING RULES 


It is necessary in order to meet the aims of 
the Club that each one obeys these rules: 


1. Pick no flowers or shrubs and discourage 
others from doing so. 


2, Extreme care must be taken not to start 
forest fires. 


3. Contamination of all water sources must 
be avoided. 


4. Camps must be left in good order and 
refuse buried. 


5. For safety, all fire arms are prohibited. 


6. Never leave the hiking party unless you 
have the permission of the guide. 


7. Members shall not arrange outlaw trips 
on dates set for scheduled hikes. 


8. Equipment should be the best you can 
afford; with special care as to foot-wear. 
Wear woolen stockings and high-tops.

JANUARY 29 


SADDLE MOUNTAIN—Annual Winter Climb. 
An opportunity to scale Clatsop’s highest moun- 
tain peak under winter weather conditions. This 
is always a successful trip. Hike will be made 
snow, rain, or shine. Leave Headquarters at 6:30 
A. M. Go by private cars to Lewis and Clark Rail- 
way station. Eighteen mile ride on an open air 
gasco-pullman. Return to City by 5 o’clock P. M. 


FEBRUARY 12 


SUGAR LOAF MOUNTAIN—Leave Headquar- 
ters at 1:30 A. M. Drive by auto to Black Bridge 
on Roosevelt Highway, below Seaside, Oregon. 
Hike six miles by flashlight to top of Mountain, 
which is to be reached not later than 6:30 A. M. 
A new noteworthy trip. See the stars and moon 
set in a blue heaven, with the gradual rising 
lights of day breaking over the Cascade Range. 
An unusual pyramid-like view of Mt. Hood, Rain- 
ier, St. Helens, and Adams can be seen before 
sunrise. Arrive back in City 12 A. M. same day. 


FEBRUARY 26 


TILLAMOOK HEAD BEACH TRIP—Leave 
Headquarters at 6:30 A. M. Drive by auto to Reg- 
ister on Tillamook Head Trail below Seaside. 
Descend to beach and hike thru traps and along 
high-cliffed, rock beaches. Climb to Eagle Cave 
and thence over to Bald Hill. Descend to Indian 
Beach and hike via Circle Bridge route to Autos. 
This is a trip that will hold your attention. with 
its ever-changing variety of views and fascinat- 
ing scenery. A beach trip of unusual merit. Re- 
turn to City 6 P. M. 


MARCH 4 


WINDOVER FARM—tLeave Headquarters at 
8:30 A. M. Go by auto on Seaside Highway to Co- 
lumbia Beach Junction Road. This is an oppor- 
tunity for the Angoras to help do a bit of farm- 
ing and gardening. Our host and hostess, Charles 
and Ami Johnson will serve dinner shortly after 
noon. Toward evening we will go on a clam dig- 
ging expedition along the Clatsop Beaches. 


MARCH 25 


SHORT SAND BEACH—CAPE FALCON — 
Leave Headquarters at 5 A.M. Drive by auto over 
Roosevelt Highway for Ne-Ah-Kah-Nie Mountain. 
Hike historic Neahkahnie Mountain Trail to Short 
Sand Beach. Wonderful views are obtained of the 
rugged Coast Line along this trail. Hike on thru 
Salal to farthest point on Cape Falcon. The ocean, 
the forest, the beach, rocks and caves all make 
an exceedingly interesting sight to behold. Ar- 
rive back in City 6:30 P. M. 


APRIL 15 


GNAT CREEK FALLS—Leave Headquarters 
at 6 A. M. Go by auto to one mile Hast of Gnat 
Creek Bridge. Hike along old logging grades and 
pole-roads; thru forest to these wonderful yet sel- 
dom visited falls. Excellent scenery is assured. 
Remember there are three outstanding falls of 
rare beauty. Back to City by 6 P. M. 


APRIL 29 


BUCHANAN TRAIL HIKE—Leave Headquar- 
ters at 7 A. M. Go by auto to Black Bridge, nine 
miles south of Seaside. Hike up portion of Sugar 
Loaf Mountain Trail, and then over the old and 
almost forgotten Buchanan Trail, formerly used 
by the pioneers in this section. See the remark- 
able Devil’s Pounch Bowl and falls of Buchanan 
Creek. Autos will meet us at the other end of 
the trail near Soapstone Bridge on Roosevelt 
Highway. A stroll-like hike thru a forest of 
varied and vivid greens. Back to Astoria not later 
than 6 P. M, 


MAY 13 


SEAL ROOKERY—Joint hike with the Trails 
Club of Portland, Oregon, who will be our guests. 
Leave Headquarters at 6 A. M. sharp. Go by autos 
to Circle Bridge. Cannon Beach Road. Hike to 
Indian Beach, continue on Tillamook Head Trail 
to almost top of Bald Hill. Descend from there 
into Rookery, where lunch will be eaten. There 
will be plenty of time for relaxation on this un- 
usual beach; or, if one wishes, keeping on one’s 
toes becoming acquainted with the varieties of 


sea-life. A trip that will carry many exciting 
memories, 


MAY 20 


MYSTERY TRIP—Leave Headquarters at 7 
A. M, Drive by autos 30 or more miles. This will 
be an entirely new trip. A woodland hike of un- 
usual beauty. You will have no regrets if you go 
with us. Arrive back in Astoria 6 P. M. or earlier, 


JUNE 10 


SADDLE MOUNTAIN—Annual Summer Ascent. 
Leave Headquarters at 6 A. M. Go by auto and 
train to foot of Mountain. A Hike that justifies 
itself in its wonderful abundance of flowers alone: 
not forgetting that, Saddle Mountain is one of the 
most prominent lookout points along the Oregon 
COAST. Return to City before 6 P. M. 


JUNE 24 


KIDDERS BUTTE—Leave Headquarters at 
6:30 A. M. Go by auto to Necanicum Fish Hatch- 
ery on the Roosevelt Highway. Hike along 
woodland trail to base of Mountain. Begin the 
short but hardy rock climb to top of first Butte. 
Continue climb along series of peaks which make 
up the Buttes. You will be astounded by the huge, 
rock cliffs and walls that are hidden from view, 
by a forest of trees that find their roots in rock 
crevices. Arrive back in City at 6 P. M. 


JULY and AUGUST 


For these months the Hiking Committee will 
plan various outings, boatings, and picnic hikes 
for the Club members and their friends. They 
also plan to schedule hardy trips for seasoned 
hikers, only, such as, Onion Peak via Arch Cape; 
the upper canyon walls of the East Fork of Elk 
Creek; ascent of Saddle Mountain by way of Ne- 
canicum Trail and returning home by way of 
Marxen Trail. 


LABOR DAY 


SEPTEMBER 2nd and 8rd—The Hiking Com- 
mittee will arrange either an outing to Angora 
Peak or to Mt. Hood. The pioneer trip to An- 
gora Peak was made several years ago, and, there- 
fore, should prove doubly interesting. Mt. Hood 
should also be ascended by aS many Angoras as 
possible before it becomes commercialized. 


MEETINGS 

The Angora Club holds a’ meeting every Fri- 
day evening at 8 P. M. at the Angora Lodge City 
Park, to which friends and visiting hikers are in- 
vited. 

Business meetings for members only are held 
the first Friday in each month.
